Count 1: FALSELY PERSONATE ANOTHER TO CREATE LIABILITY, in violation of 
21 O.S. 1531(4); Date Of Offense: 11/27/2022. 


Count 2: DRIVING WITHOUT A DRIVER'S LICENSE, in violation of 47 O.S. 6-303A; 
Date Of Offense: 11/27/2022. 


Count 3: UNSAFE LANE USE,, in violation of 47 O.S. 11-309; Date Of Offense: 
11/27/2022. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED BY THE COURT that the 
defendant is guilty of the above described of offenses and is sentenced as follows: 


TERM OF PRISONMENT WITH EXECUTION OF SENTENCE SUSPENDED IN PART 


Count 1: FIVE (5) YEARS in the custody of DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS with the 
first ONE (1) YEAR to be served in custody and the last FOUR (4) YEARS to be suspended 
and the defendant is to be under the supervision of the Division of Probation and Parole of 
the State Department of Corrections. 


Count 2: THIRTY (30) DAYS in the custody of TULSA COUNTY JAIL.

Count 3: TEN (10) DAYS in the custody of TULSA COUNTY JAIL. 


THESE TERMS TO BE SERVED AS FOLLOWS: 
DEFENDANT RECEIVES CREDIT FOR TIME SERVED AND EARNED. 


ALL COUNTS TO RUN CONCURRENTLY WITH EACH OTHER. 


ALL CASES TO RUN CONCURRENTLY WITH EACH OTHER: CF-2015-2483, CF- 
2015-2484, AND CF-2022-4451. 


UPON RELEASE, DEFENDANT TO BE SUPERVISED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF 
CORRECTIONS, PROBATION AND PAROLE. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED BY THE COURT that in addition 
to the preceding terms, and the general miscellaneous costs of this action the defendant is also 
sentenced to: 


Count I: a fine in the amount of $500.00; Victim's Compensation Assessment in the amount of 
$250.00, plus costs. 


Count 2: fines and costs waived. 
Count 3: fines and costs waived. 


The total cost assessed against the defendant in this case (all counts) is $1,021.50. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED BY THIS COURT THAT JUDGMENT IS HEREBY ENTERED against the 
defendant for all costs, fees, fines, and assessments ordered in this action and he or she is ordered to report 
immediately upon conclusion of this sentencing hearing, or within ten (10) days of discharge if incarceration is 
ordered, to the Tulsa County Court Clerk to pay all costs, fines, fees, and assessments ordered in this action - or 
- to the Tulsa County Court Cost Administrator to make arrangements to pay the costs, fines, fees, and assessments 
as ordered pursuant to the Rule 8 Hearing held this day. 


The Court further advised the defendant of his or her right to appeal to the Court of Criminal Appeals of the State 
of Oklahoma and of the necessary steps to be taken by him or her to perfect such appeal, and that if he or she 
desired to appeal and was unable to afford counsel and a transcript of the proceedings, that the same would be 
furnished by the State, subject to reimbursement in accordance with 22 § O. S. 1355.14, 20 § O. S. 106.4 (b), and, 
ADC-72-33. 


In the event the above sentence is for incarceration in the Department of Corrections, the Sheriff of Tulsa County, 
Oklahoma, is ordered and directed to deliver the defendant to the Lexington Assessment and Reception Center at 
Lexington, Oklahoma, and leave therewith a copy of this Judgment and Sentence to serve as warrant and authority 
for the imprisonment of the defendant as provided herein. A second copy of this Judgment and Sentence to be 
warrant and authority of the Sheriff for the transportation and imprisonment of the defendant as herein before 
provided. The Sheriff is to make due return to the clerk of this court with his proceedings endorsed thereon.
